LONDON, Oct. 24.—It is reported from Rome 
tnat tne long delay in the settlement of the 
Anglo-Italian negotiations regarding Africa 
ia not altogether or chiefly due to a difference 
as to conceding Kassala to Italy, but that the 
representatives of the two nations are discus- 
sing another expeditjon to the Boudan under 
British direction to suppress the Mandi and 
restore the authority of the Khedive in that 
region. Adviges from the Soudan represent 
that the tribes are divided in allegiance and 
some of them in rebellion against the Mahal, 
while those near Suakim are reduced to seri- 
ous straits through the want of provisions. 


Barttelot—Stanley. 

LonpDon, Oct. 24.—Walter Barttelot, a brother 
of Maj, Barttelot, the commander of Stanley’s 
rear guard, has published the ‘‘Diaries and 
Letters ot Maj. Barttelot, containing serious 
charges against Stanley. The brother says 
in the preface that the book would never have 
been published, in fact never 
written, had justice been even partially done 
or kindness shown by the leader of the expe- 
dit lou to the officer who was left at Yambuya. 
with his impediments, stores and baggage. 
He charges Stanley with malignity, ingrati- 
tude, misrepresentation and desertion, and 
holds him responsible for the misfortunes of 
the rear guard. Mr. Stanley, in his book, 
complains that the rear guard 
did not follow him as ordered. 
Mr. Barttelot quotes his brother’s 
diaries and letters and interviews with living 
officers to show that Stanley took the capable 
men from the rear guard, and ieft Maj. 
Barttelot ouly the sick, feebje and incor- 
rigible. Referring to Stanley s threat to ruin 
the Major in the army. Mr. Barettlot quotes 
his brother’s own words as follows: 

* -*Afterwards Mr. ley uli Phat it was In 
his power to ruin me in the service. I said to 
him that this was an empty threat, as it would 
take a great deal more than he could say to 
do that. He punished me afterwards by max- 
ing me march to Leopoldville with seventy 
men who were noted for laziness and inca- 
pacity for carrying loads, warning me that if 
I losta single load I must pane the conse- 

quences.’ 

Mr. Stanley has refused to be interviewed 
on the subject of the book. 


Anrpexation Talk. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 24.—The Quebeo 
Telegram comes out with a square challenge to 
the two other English newspapers published 
in that city, claiming that its circulation Is 
larger than the combined circulation of its 
two contemporaries, and defying” proof that 
the majority of its readers are not in favor of 
a political alliance with the United States. 
Says the Telegram: 

„„We know this because it is our business to 
keep posted on epinions of ourreaders. We 
know it because we read it as ve run along 
the streets. We know it because the hand of 
commercial deity rests heayily upon the city, 
and the people look for relief to the enter- 
prise American capital would boring it this 
Province was a State in the Union. We 
speak the living truth when we say that the 
only time thata Quebecker speaks with his 
emphatic hopes about the future of this city 
is when be says: ‘I aman annexationiat.’ 
issues are, of course, dis- 
cussed withthe usual amount of acrimony; 
but if you wantto hear a Quebecker become 
enthusiastic over politics talk annexation to 
him. If hespeaks to you as he does to us, 
the chances are that he will put vim into his 
utterance and tell you that he wants the bars 
to be taken down, and the sooner the 
better. He seem one part of the city 
mouldering in decay. He sees the people 
leaving forthe United States on every out- 
going train. He knows that the interstate 
law has foreed hundreds of Quebeckers, who 
used to spend the winter in the South, to 
strike “their campeand pack off, bag and bag- 
gage, to another claim. He sees property 
depreciating in value—yes, and that, too, by 
nearly one-half—and now, to crown all, he 
sees the McKinley bill and hears a wail from 
the farmers, and yet we, we who hear and see 
the things day by day, are told by some dis- 
tant contemporary and told, too, with off 
hand hauteur, that we do not knew what we 


say. * 


The British Army, > 


New York, Oct. &.—A gentleman who 
stands high in the department of the army 
talked with some vigor yesterday of the re- 
cent remarkable disclosure of insubordina- 
tion and rebellion which are belag made in 
the English ermy. 

„„It is well enougb, he sald, for careless 
correspondents and critics to make light of 
the doings of the Grenadier Guards and of the 
riot of the past day ortwo in the East Surrey 
Regiment. But these things are alarming in- 
dications of the conditions in the British army 
which will be taken advantage of promptly 
in the war offices of France, Germany, 
Austria and Russia. Whentwo of the crack 
regiments revolt against orders for foren 
service within a few months of one another 
and are subsequently ordered away in dis- 
grace and punished, it indicates thejgeneral 
structure of the British army is in a decidedly 
precarious and unhealthy condition, If any 
Russian, Austrian, Italian or Freuch regiment 
should make such an exhibition of cowardice 
and revolt, it would bave beea punished in 
the mos: summary manner and an investiga- 
tion of the entire military system ordered at 
once. When I say punished, I mean that the 
men, both of rank and ot line, would have 
been in prison, put on hard labor and other- 
wise degraded, They would have been 
ee nd an examdie made 
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steps, and there seems to be as much maudlin 
sentimentality over this collection of loutish 
warriors as there was over the Grenadiers. I 
wonder what the present representatives of 
England’s once invincible body of soldiers of 
the line would say if they were ordered to 
such duty as our men have to perform in the 
plains and in the extreme Northwest?“ 


The Behring seal Catch. 


VIoro ga. British Columbia, Oct. 4. 
The total catch of the twenty- 
seven schooners that left Victoria 
this year for Behring Sea and the Northwest 
coast was 39,516, making about a value of 
$404,000. This amount exceeds that of last 
year though the conditions are the same on 
account of the rise in the orice of skins. The 
reason for the advance is the eompetition of 
the new Alaska Fur Co., which naturally 
wishes to get the monopoly of trade. 
This, however, the numerous private 
and wealthy dealers will not allow them 
to do and they quote high prices with them. 
The captains of the vessels affirm that the 
seals were more numerous this season than 
ever before, and that the rumors bout the 
decay ofthe seal industry are simply ma- 
liclous and promulgated by hirelings of the 
Alaska Co., in order to foree on the Ameri- 
can Government some strong reason for ex- 
cluding the small vessels from the sea. It is 
quite true that this year seals were found in 
different localities from those of last year, 
but they alsoshbifted their position in 1884 and 
1885. This ls owing to depredations made 
among fish by the seals, which have con- 
tinually to change their feeding grounds. The 
seal follow immense shoals of cod and hall- 
but that they ferret out of favorite points. 
Sealing men say the position of affairs re- 
mains unchanged. No boats have been mo- 
lested this season. 

„We engaged in the trade,’’ said Capt. Cox, 
a well-known sealer, ‘‘having satisfied the 
British Government thoroughly that every 
statement made cencerning the manner in 
which we kill seals is utterly false. We proved 
the American statistics on the subject to be 
unreliable. Elliott, the American authority, 
puts the increase of seals every year at 5,500, - 
000, and claims that one outof every ten shot 
by sealers is lost. The total catch of all seal- 
ing vessels this year, American and British, 
was under 70,000, giving him his one in every 
ten which will bring the total killing up to 
under 80,000 exelusive of the Alaska Co.’s 
100,000, which are all killed. On, and la the 
face of his own statement there remains an 
increase, after all the killing, of over 5,000, - 
000 seals every year. 


The Trial at Tipperary. 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—The withdrawal of the 
charges of assault made by the police against 
Mr. Harrison of Tipperary is commented on 
by the Daily News and other Liberal news- 
papers as a virtual confession by the anthor- 
ities of the truth of Mr. Morley's description 
of the outrageous conduct of the police, and 
an admission that even a partisan court does 
not care to decide in favor of the police on the 
evidence the Nationalists were prepared to 
present. 

NEW SUMMONSES ISSUED. 

TIPPERARY, Oct. 4. —Summonses have 
been served upon Mr. Harrison, member of 
the House of Commonsforthe Middie Di- 
vison of Tipperary; Michael O’Brien Dalton, 
the latter of whom is one of the {defendants 
in the conspiracy case on trial here, and up- 
on a number of other persons, om the charge 
of assaulting the policeatthe time of the 
opening of the conspiracy trial. The trlal on 
this charge will take place before the Assi- 
zers, but the preliminary hearing will be heid 
before an ordinary eourt of petty sessions. The 
action of the Crown in transferring the case 
form the Magistrates’ court, from which the 
summonses were originally issned, to 
Assizer, has caused renewed, excitement in 
the Tipperary. Father Humpbreys, who is 
one of the defendants in the conspiracy case 
and who was yesterday sentenced to paya 
fine of £20 or stand committed for six months 
for assaulting a -policeman’s wife, made ap- 
plication forasummons against Mr. Balfour. 
The magistrates refused to issue the sum- 
mons. 


Count Von Meltke. 


NEw YorK, Oct. 24.—A gentleman who re- 
turned from Gormany by way ofa North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamer last Saturday said yester- 
day, in speaking of tue coming celebration of 
Von Moltke’s birthday, that he had the pleas- 
ure of seeing the old Field Marshal the day 
before he left Berlin. 

‘I happened to be at the war office,’’ he 
„ben Von Moltke drove up. He sat 
quite erect in the corner of the big open 
barouche which was drawn by two 
very plump dapple gray horses. On 
the box was a very stout old 
driver anda moon-faced orderly, who was 
almost as big in circumference. They were 
old Irishmen and undoubtedly they had been 
personal attendants of Von Moltke for many 
years. The contrast between the two bulky 
retalners and theslim, sharp-featured, and 
erect little Marshal, was a very remarkable 
one. Von Moltke smiled and kissed his hand 
to the children and saluted the bystanders as 
he entered the War Office. He ig still a splen- 
did looking soldierand he earries the great 
weight of his years uvrightly and well. -It 
would be difficultto imagine a more herole 
tigure.’’ 


Engendered Adverse Feeling. 


Loxpon, Oct. 24.—Mr. Gladstone's utter- 
ances In favor of an eight-hour system have 
provoked considerable unfavorable comment 
among the manufacturing element of the Lib- 
eral party, and aroused murmurs of disap- 
proval in other circles, inducing the belief 
that many politicians of the old Manchester 
scbool will secede from the party upon that 
issue. It ls yet too early, however, to note 
the full effect of the ex-Premier’s expression 
of his views or taestimate the strength of the 
adverse feeling engendered thereby. 

GLADSTONE’S WEST CALDER SPEECH. 

The Itmes and Standard concur in the 
opinion that Mr. Gladstone’s speech at West 
Calder was a great improvement over his 
Edinburg address. The Standard says:: His 
words were the stronggst possible condemna- 

ion of the length te which strikes are carried 
in England, and intimidation in Ireland.“

Anti-Heme Rule Campaign. 
London, Oct. %.—A number of speakers 


have been sent from Ireland to England and 


Scotland under the auspices of the Irish Pres- 
byterians, to advocate the maintenance of 
the Union and oppose home rule. The Ulstes 
Orangemen fully appreciate the gradua 

change of publicsentiment in England and 
Scotiand, in favor of Irish home rule, that 
has been going on for some time past, and are 
keenly alivetothe importance of checking it 
ere it be too igte. The Eecles election has 
had a very depressing effect upon the Unionist 
element, bothin England and Ireland, who 
are not so blind as to be unable to see the 
‘*handwriting on the wall,“ and a vigorous 
anti-home rule campaign is to be Inaugurated 
in the English and Scottish constituences. 


A Field for Ambitieus Officers, 


BERLIN, Oct. 24.—The promotion of a num- 
ber of milit officers who have served in 
Africa with Wissmann and Peters has created 
a widespread desire among the lower grades 
of military efficers at home to secure appoint- 
ment on the .colonial service. The enlarge- 
mont of Germany's African possessions by 
the recent Anglo-German agreement, and the 
invigoration of Germany’s colonial policy 
generally, have opened a field for ambitieus 
officers which the Government will have no 
difficulty in filling. Already there are on file 
for this class of service upwards of 300 appli- 
cations and the number made daily is increas- 
ing. 


The Frankfort Treaty. 


PARIS, Oct. 24.—In a letter written in reply 
toa numberof inquiries as to whether the 
abandonment by France of her commercial 
treaties would lead tothe annulment of Ar- 
ticle 11 of the Treaty of Frankfort. M. Pouyer- 
Quertier, the wellknown French statesman, 
says that Germany has nothing to doeith 
France’s renewal or non-renewal of der 
treaties of commerce. Germany could not 
eliminate a single article of the traaty of 
Frankfort without denouncing it as a whole, 
and such action, he declares, would be equiy- 
alent to a declaration of war. 


Balfeur’s Land Purchase Bill. 


DUBLIN, Oct. 24.—Sir Charles Gavan Duffy, 
in a long letter to Archbishop Croke, advo 
cates the acceptance of Mr. Balfour’s lan 
purchase bill on its merits, although it ema- 
nates from a detested Government. He de- 
clares that a Parliament sitting in Dublia 
would receive sucha bill with a burst of en- 
thusiasm. The Freeman's Journal, irritated at 
the suggestion, says: ‘‘Gavan Duffy has writ- 
tan in ignorance of the opimion of bis coun- 
trymen.’’ 


Indiaus on the Warpath. 


OTTAWA, Oct. 24.—The Indians about the 
Goat River district, British Columbia, are 
threatening to exterminate the whites who 
have gone into that country unless com- 
pensated for the minerals taken from that dis- 
trict. The latest advices state that the Indians 
have gone on the warpath and trouble is 
feared. A detachment of mounted police will 
be sent to quell any uprising. 


Rassianizing Balkan Territory. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 24.—The Government 
in pursuance of its policy of Russianizing 
Balkan territory has decided to erect and 
subsidize anumber of theaters in the Balkan 
States, the condition of their maintenance 
being that only Russian plays in the Russian 
language and performed by Russian actors 
shall be produced. 


Baron Wiasmann’s Project. 


BERLIN, Oct. 24.—A number of capitalists 
have promised to subscribe 15,000,000 marks 
to aid Baron Wissmann’s project to construct 
a railway from Dar-Es-Salaam to Bagamoyo, 
im Africa. Three hundred officers have vyvol- 
unteered to join Baron Wissmann’s force, but 
Chancellor von Caprivi discouraged the idea, 
and only a few ofthe volunteers will be per- 
mitted to join the East African Commission- 
er’s party. 


Sarah Bernhardt’s Cleepaira, 


LonpDon, Oct. 24.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Times complains of the departure from 
history in Sarah Bernhardt’s new play and 
says: The death of Cleopatra is not dramatic. 
The serpent scene is disgusting rather than 
striking. The prolonged agony causes no an- 
guish and the wind-up is not thrillmg. Still, 
whenever the uneven play gives chances, she 
has fine passages and brilliant flashes.

Balfeur’s Tour in Ireland. 
DUBLIN, Oct. 24.—Mr. Balfour, Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, has started on a tour through 
the western counties, in which, itis alleged, 


distress prevails in consequence of the failure | 


of the potato crop. Mr. Balfour’s object in 
making the tour is to make a personal inves- 
tigation as to the truth of the statements re- 
garding the condition of the crop. 


Fighting inevitable. 


ZANZIBAR, Oct. 24.—The Sultan of Vitu has 
refused to surrender to British authority or to 
afford redress for the recent massacre. On the 
contrary, he is actively preparing for hostiil- 
ties. Hundreds of natives from the surround- 
ing tribes are adhering to his standard. Fight- 
ing is inevitable. 


Count Cagunsse in Trouble, 


Rome, Oct. 24.—Count Cagnasso, who was 
connected with the Italian expedition in 
Abyssinnia, has been arrested upon charges 
of having swindled the Government out ofa 
lorge sum of money appropriated for the sup- 
port of the Italian establishment at Masso- 
wah.

CRIMINALS +ENTENCED. 


A Large Number of Recently Indicted Ar- 
raigned in Court. 


Thirty-five prisoners were taken from the 
Jail into the Criminal Court this morning and 
there arraigned as to their innocence or gullt 
of the charges preferred against them. The 


defendants were placed within the jurisdic- 
tion of this tribunal by the action of the: 
October Grand-jury, which returned against 
them true bills for alleged felonies on Wed- 
nesday last. 

Four of the men were arraigned. These 
were Louis Crabtree, Joseph simon, Owen 
Poundstone and Elmer Clark. Crabtree and 
Simon are charged with murder in the first 
degree, while Poundstone and Olark arevun- 
der indictment forcriminal assault upon & 
child. These, under the law of Missour!, are 
capital offenses andthe defendants must be 
furnished with a certified copy ef the indict- 
ment at least forty-eight hours before being 
arraigned. 

Of the thirty-five arraigned, seven pleaded 
guilty and were sentenced. Joseph Hall, a 
negro, confessed to the taking of $32 from one 
Juiious Formez, 409 North Levee, on Sept. 1, 
and was sentenced to serve two years lu the 
Penitentiary. Hall was under indictment for 
grand larceny. 

James A. Ross, indicted for forgery in the 
second degree, was permitted to plead gullty 
to the charge of forgery in the third degree. 
He was then sentenced toserve two years at 
Jefferson City. On or about Aug. 18 Ross 
forged the name of F. J. Pope, Treasurer of 
the St. Louis Bank Note Co., toa fraudulent 
check for $20 on the Boatman’s Bank. He 
endeavored to cash the paper and was ar- 
rested by Detectives Viele and Fagan. 

William Johnston pleaded gulity 
charge of grand larceny and will serve the 
mininutm term, two years in the penitentiary 
at Jefferson City: Johnston, a negro, ttolea 
gold watch aad chain and a diamond ring, 11 
ot the value of $150 from Elir Scalgo, 2108 
Pine street and the defendant was appre- 
nended and was taken into custody by Detec- 
tives Fitzgerald and Race. 

Martin Halirdyeived a sentence of two years 
on a piea of guilty to the charge of assault 
with intent to kill Hall on July ililth 
shot Gustavus Carlson, giving him a wound 
in the abdomen, from the effects of which the 
victim barely escaped desth. Hall was a 
levee saloon keeper, while Oarisan was a 
Swedish roustabout. He became provoked

In payment he tendered a 
bogus check for $45 and was given $23 in 
change. Laterthe fraud was detected and 
Sorgt. O'Malley of the Central District toon 
the man into custody. 

Wwm. Payne was given three years on a plea 
of guilty tothe charge of assault with intent 
to kill. On Jaly 25 Payne shot Robert Butler. 
Both men are negroes. 

Jonn A. Maxwell was under indictment for 
embezzlement. By consent of the Oireult 
Attorney the defendant was permitted to 
piead guilty to the charge of petit larceny and 
was sentenced to serve six months in the 
Work-house. Maxwell was ln the employ of 
Nelson, Morris & Co. and on or about March 1 
embezzied $100, which had been entrusted to 
his keeping.

Joseph Baer got judgment for $171.65 
against John Kirk in Division No, 1 of the Gtr. 
cult Court and the latter recovered $2.75 on a 
counter claim. This case grew out of the sale 
of a chestnut horse belonging to Baer in 


Kirk’sa stable to Lawrence Kavanaugh. The 
stable owner claimed that at Baer’s instance 
he represented that the horse was sound and 
free from vice and a good quiet driver in 
single or double barness. Kavanaugh bought 
him for $167, and three days later demanded 
his money back, claiming that the horse was 
vicious and would bolt. On Baer acquiescing, 
Kirk said be restored to Kavanaugh his 
money by giving him credit on account. Baer 
repudiated this acquiescence and claimed 
that the horse was not vicious. The case was 
originally brought before Juatice of the Peace 
Charles Ehrman, who gave judgment for 
$164. 50. 

Some of the evidence was interesting. Jo- 
seph Baer testified that the horse was a good 
elean driver and sound, hen Kavanaugh 
kicked he refused to consent to re-purchase. 
Jona Kirk on the stand said that it was a rule 
in his stable that if a man doctors a horse that 
must be bought back the seller must refund. 
Lawrence Kavanaugh told of his experience 
with the horse. On his first attempt to drive 
him he rsh into a church. Kavanaugh cor- 
roborated Kirk as to Baer’s consent to the 
ro- purchase. Caspar Kundt told of a trip he 
bel mada behind the horse. The animal this 
time tried te run into a saloon. Kundt was 
then trying to sell the horse for Kirk. That 
was before the sale to Kavanaugh. Phil A. 
Schmidt, Walter Baidwin and Mack Bauman 
all testified that the horse was a good animal.

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| NEWS OF THE CHURCHES. 


HARVEST HOME FESTIVAL. CELEBRATION 
IN EPISCOPAL CHUROHES. 


Why the Festival Has Been Abandoned by 
Most of the Churches—Service of Song 
at Christ’s Church Cathedral ster 
taimment fer the Benefit of the White 
Cross Home—General Religious News. 


The Sunday School of the Holy Communion 
Episcopal Church, Dr. Robert’s, will have 
their harvest home festival next Sunday night 
at the church, corner of Washington and 
Leffingwell avenues. The altar and chancel, 
as is customary on «such occagions, will be 
handsomely decorated with flowers and the 
chaneel floor Will de loaded down with 
flowersand grain and fruit and vegetables 
brought by the children to represent the bar- 
vest of the year, and after the evening’s 
services the harvest offerings will be pre- 
sented to some ot the hospitals and orphan 
asylums im accordance with a time-honored 
custom. The children will sing songs suitable 
to the occasion, the choir of the church also 
taking part ia the musical programme. Shert 
addresses will probabiy also be delivered by 
the Rector of the churoh, the Superintendent 
of the Sunday school and others. 


WHY IT WAS ABANDONED. 

Until last year the old custom of giving & 
barvest festival every fall was observed 
several churches in St. Louis, but Holy Com- 
‘munion and St, Paul are the ouly churches 
that willobeerve the custom thie year. e 
celebration at St. Paul's, in Carondelet, will 
be chiefly ia honor ef the successful removal 
of the church building from the old site to the 
present one, and will take piace 
the first Thursday of next month, Nov. 6. The 
firet Thursday of November was long ago set 
apart by the Episcopal Ohureh for special 
Thankegiving services inthe event that no 
day was named by the Government, Federal 
or State, and for many years the fret Thurse- 
day ofthe month was se observed, but when 
the custom of naming a day for thanksgiving 
was adopted bythe National Government the 
last Thursday of November was pretty ener- 
ally substituted for the first Thursday of the 
month. All ofthe Episcopal Churches of this 
city have special services every Thanksgiving 
and they all expect to observe the day this 
year. Insomeof the churches the altars and 
chancel are decorated with flowers, giving 
them something of the appearance of the 
Harvest festivai. 

Rey. Dr. Ingraham, the rector of Grace 
Church, on Eleventh and Warren streets, 
said 8 that he bad given up the Har- 
vest Festival celebration on accoust of the 
Exposition, the attractions of that great fair 
interesting the children so much that they 
didn’t care for the display of fruits and 
flowers and vegetables at the church. ‘‘We 
used to have our Harvest Festival regularly 
every September, he said, along toward 
the latter part of the month, and I should 
have been glad to keep it up, but I saw that 
the ehildren were losing interest in it, and so 
last year we didn’t bave one, nor will we have 
any this year. The Harvest Festival might be 
combined with the observance of Thanks 

iving, but the latter comes almost too 

ate for a fine display of flowers 
and fruits. I sometimes wish that 
the President would issue his Thanksgiving 
prociamation for some day in September, in- 
stead of the last Thursday in November, for 
September is certainly a more appropriate 
time for a hsrvest thanksgiving than a raw, 
cold day in November. As Il understand it, 
the custom of naming a day for thanksgivin 

In this country was taken from the Harves 
Festival of England, and there the celebra- 
tion takes place at the close of harvest. 

Rev. Dr. Greene of St. John’s Church said 
that he gave up the custom when Mr. V. W. 
. the Superintendent of his Sunday- 
school, leit the city a couple of years ago. 
Mr. Tippett always got up the festival and 
managed it, and seemed to take a special in- 
terest in such matters, and when he left the 
custom was abandoned. It is a ve nice 
custom,’’ said the doctor, ‘‘but it really be- 
longs to country parighes where they grow 
fruits and grains and Mag hme and where 
they have their regular harvest time. Here 
in the city our harvest is never over. 
month is as much harvest time as another. 

Christ Cburch Cathedral has also aban- 
dened the harvest festival, but the choir de- 
votes one evening every fall to harvest 
hymns. SundayMight, Oct. 12, the choir gave 
Garrett’s Harvest Cantata, the congrega- 
tion joining in the hymns. The cantata opens 
with the followiug dass recitative which was 
finely rendered by Mr. 8. A. Dashiell: ‘‘And 
thon shalt osberve the feast of weeks, even 
of the first fruits of wheat harvest, after thou 
hast gathered in from thy threshing floor, 
and thou shalt rejoice in thy feast.’* Mr. 
Wayman ©. McCreery, the choir master, 
sang theftenorjsolo commenciag,’* With Feith, 
O Lord, iu Thee, and A. Keyme the soprano 
solo beginning, ‘‘While the earth remain- 
th.“ The choir of Christ Church Cathedral 
numbers over forty voices ana the music rea- 
dered there is worth going a long distance to 
bear. The cathedral on this occasion was 
crowded and the harvest cantata thoroughly 
enjoyea by all present.

Mr. Thomas 6. Haug, a Missionary from Da- 
kota, entertained and delighted the gathering 
at this juncture with arecital of the progress 
of church werk in the Dakotas. 

Dr. Cooper read a paper on the life and 
services of the late Rev. Dr. ohn A. McAfee, 
founder of Park College, at Parksville, Mo., 
whe died June 8, last, and a prayer was 
offered up for the repose of his departed 
spirit. 

A motion of thanks was proposed and passed 
unanimously thanking the pastor and con- 
gregation of the First Presbyterian Church, in 
which the Synod was held, for the kind hos- 
pitality the visiting clergy enjoyed during 
their stay here. 

A resolution expressing the sentiment of 
the Synod against the saloon and all liquor 
traffic and intoxication was adopted. 

After the reading of the minutes, Modsrator 
Bullard thanked the Synod for their kind at- 
tention, and they in turn expressed their 
gratitude to him for his able services in con- 
ducting them. 

Dr. Buliard, on behalfof the congregation 
of the Westminister Church of St. Joseph, 
extended an invitation to the synod to hold 
the next meeting in that place next fall. The 
invitation was accepted by acclamation. 

The synod then adjourned to meetin St. 
Joseph the third Tuesday in October, 1891, at 
7:30 o’ clock. 

LAST EVENING'S SESSION. 

The remarks of the venerabie Dr. D. N. 
Poor of Philadelphia yesterday on the educa- 
tion of young men for the ministry was the 
signal for reprimanda or, more properly, 
clear, outspoken remarks. on some of the 
most apparent faults in the management of 
the church. Lack of fervor and selfishness 
was charged and substantiated by the reports 
of the committees on missionary work, edu- 
cation and publication. Synods are sald to 
be called for various reasons and among them 
is the occasion where the ‘‘eyes may 
turned inward on the soul. ifthe success 
ofasynod may be based on the length and 
thoroughness of sucha vision the present 
Synod, just adjourned, was an overwhelming 
success. 

Rev. Dr. Niccolis, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Evangelistic Work, read a report yes- 
terday afternoon in which he freely censured 
ministers who had not taken asingie collec- 
tion for thie great work. He concluded by 
asking the synod to order acollection within 
one month after the ministers returned hewe, 
and such churches as did not report be 
stricken from the list bemeath tue church 
protection. 

Rev. D. A. Gibbs of Brinkley, Ark., an aged 
colored minister, the first of his race to speak 
in the Bynod at this meeting, arose after the 
reading of the report and pictured tue poverty 
and ignorance of his poor iittie district’’ in 
Arkansas. He begged for attention, support 
und encouragement from the ministery of the 
Synod and toldthem ofthe vast amount of 
good work he could do it he was even feebly 
assisted. When he had concluded several 
Givines jumpedtotheir feet and passed bats 
among the ministers, returning in a few mia- 
utes with $60, which they hauded Dr. Gibbs. 
Tears rolled from bis eyes as he rose to give 
bis heartfelt thanks to the Synod. 

Rev. Dr. Brown of Brookfield, Mo., intro- 
luced a resolution for all cuureh members 
and ministers to give one-tenth of their in- 
conetothechurch. The resolution was de- 
fe ted by a vote of 24 to 19. 

tev. Mr. Palmer made a motion that a com- 
mittee of five be appointed to compile a hymn 
book for use in all churches, prayer-meetings 
and schools. The motion failed to pass.

GOT THE RIGHT OF WAY. 


A NEW LINE TO BE BUILT OUT OF EAST 
ST. LOUIS, 


The Consolidated Coal Co. to Have Oppeosi- 
tion—Part of the Cairo Short Line Land 
Sold te the New Syndicate—Hew the 
State Tax Will Affect Express Companies 
—Railroad News. 


There isto be another line built between 
Kast St. Louis and Belleville, III., or at least a 
part of the way between thesetowns. Belle- 
ville & St. Louis Rallroad itis be called and 
Ed Thomas, a well-known attorney of Belle- 
ville, is the moving spirit of the new line. Mr. 
Thomas owns some coal mines between East 
St. Louis and Belleville known as the Crown 
mines. These mines are right on the 
line of the Oalro Short Line about six miles 
out of East St. Louls. The Cairo Short Line 
have arightof way about 200 feet wide, and 
this ls of course a great deal more than they 
need. Recently they receivedan offer from 
Thomas for feet of the rightof way from 


East St. Louis as far as his mines. They sold 
it to htm Saturday last, and the price paid is 
ree § to be $2,250. Thomas paid cash for the 
lan 
Before purchasing the land Thomas en- 

deavored to have arightof way along the 
Cairo Short Line condemned and made such 
a fight for it that the road finally concluded to 
sellto him. Thomas isthe only party known 
in connection with the mines or new road, 

but he is undoubtedly acting for a syndicate. 

This syndicate has purchased quite ex- 
tensive coal lands, and it isjbelieved that they 
intend to compete with the Consolidsted Coal 
Co. of this city which at present owns 
most of the mines in this vicinity. Although 
Thomas alleges he iatends to bu iid his line to 
Belleville, itis believed he will only bulld it 
as far as his mines, so as to get his coal into 
this market. The Cairo Short Line has been 
hauling his coal, but could notfurnish him 
with all the cars he desired. There are al- 
— three roads between East St. Louls and 
Belleville and business does notjustify the 
building ot a fourth. At the Cairo Short Line 
offices intnis city the sale of the ground to 
Thomas is admitted, but the price paid is 
kept a secret, though people who ought to 
know state that it was $1,250. It bas been ru- 
mored along time thatthe Consolidated Coal 
Co. was to have opposition here, and the syn- 
dicate back of Thomas is undoubtedly the op- 
position which has bees referred to. 


Chairman Faithorn Arrives. 


J. N. Faithorn, the Chairmas of the ro- 
cently organized Southwestern Railway & 
Steamship Association, arrived in the city this 
morning to enter upon the duties ot his new 


office. 

Mr. Faithorn comes from Chicago, where he 
was Chairman of the Western and Northwest- 
ern Divisions of the Western Freight Associa- 
tion. This morning, after breakfasting at the 
Southern Hotel, he visited the office of the 
Southern Interstate Association in the Turner 
building, this association having been merged 
into the new association of which Mr. 
Faithorn is Chairman. It is also rumored 
that the Transcontinental Association 
will be merged into the new 
Southeastern Rallway & Steamship Associa- 
tion, and that this is the cause of the anxiety 
of Mr. James Smith, chairman of the Trans- 
continental Association, to remove the offices 
of that Association to Chicago.

HE LIVES IN NEW YORK. 


WHY SCHOOL DIRECTOR DOZIER CON- 
STITUENTS THINK HE SHOULD ERSION, 


Mr. Dezier, However, Still Keeps His Seat 
in the Board Because His Withdrawal 
Might Endanger the Supremacy of the 
Millerites—The Colored People of Caton- 
delet Hold an Indignation Meeting. 


The patrons of the schools in Director 
Dozier’s district, the Fourteenth, are con- 
templating holding a meeting to ask him to 
resign. It is not because they disiike Mr. 
Dozier, or because they are dissatisfied with 
whathé did when hewas attending to his 
duties as a director, but because he has 
practically removed to New York, and is not 
here enough to make him a very valuable 
representative. The disposition to ask for 
his resignation developed at the last meet- 
ing of the board, when a Com- 
mittee from the district, of which Mr. Isaac 
H. Sturgeon was chairman, appeared before 
the board to ask for an increase of accommo- 
dations at the Bryon Hill School. It was nec- 
essary that some director should move to ad- 
mit the committee tothe floor, and Mr. Stur- 
geon looked for Mr. Dozier, but he was not 
there, so he had to request the representative 
ot another districtto make the motion. D- 
rector O'Connell ofthe Eighth District made 
the motion by which the committee from the 
Fourteenth District obtained a hearing. 

The committee thought Mr. Dozier should 
have been there and so did the people of the 
district. They began to inquire about him, and 


they found that for some time 
past Mr. Dozier had attended very 
few meetings on account of bis almost 
him in New York nearly all 
continual absence from the city. It seems 
that Mr, Dozter’s business keeps 
the time. When he is here he attends 


committee meetings and if he happens to be 
in the city on the night of a board meeting he 
attends, but the last one he attended was on 
June 30, the special meeting called to take 
action on the death of Secretary Wash. It is 
now nearly four monthssince he has taken 
any part in the legisiation of the board, and 
the people of the districtfeel that it be had 
attended to his duties or resigned, it would 
not have been necessary for them to do the 


‘| work they had chosen him to do, I. e., to se- 


cure suflicient accommodations forthe chil- 
dren of the district. 

Mr. Dozier would, no doubt, resign except 
forone reason, the same which is keeping 
Director Koenig in the board. He resigned 
two months ago and then he and the Milierites 
found out that if he resigned a notorious char- 
acter, who was not desirable, would be elected 
and the Aulerites would obtain control of the 
board, so his resignation was withdrawn. The 
resignation of a Millerite and the election of 
an Aulerite, which would be sure to follow, 
would result in the rémewal.of the old fight 
for the presidency. For this reason Mr. Koe- 
nig remainsin the board and for the same 
reason Mr. Dozier withholds his withdrawal, 
but the people of his district may force his 
resignation unless he arranges his business in 
suchamanner asto permit him to attend to 
his duties.

SERIOUS EFFECTS OF LAST NIGHT'S STORM 
AND Ar. 


Great Damage at Long Branch, Ashbury 
Park, Keypert, Breoklyn asd Other 
Peints—The Wind Blews the Kain in 
Sheets—Caught ina Deep Cut—TIwo mes 
Hilled—Casualties. 


New Tonk, Oct. 24.—New York was pelted 
last night and to-day with one of the most 
pitiless sterms which k has endured in many 
aday. The flerce northeasterly gale drove 
the heavy rain in almost horizontal sheets, 
rendering ambrelias of little use and the wind 
throughout the night rattled signs and shut- 
ters till unbroken sleep became well nigh im- 
possible. The storm was part of the cyclonic 
disturbance which has hung over the 
Gulf States during the last two 
days, sx«athering strength as it moved 
northward. This morning stories of

DIXON ‘DEFEATS MURPHY, 


A Game Battle of Forty Rousds Between 
the Bantam Weights. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 24.—George Dixon, 
colored, and Johnny Murpby, the Bantam, 
fought beforethe Gladstone Club. last night 
with two-ounce glove for a purse of 51, 680 and 
a stake of $1,000 aside. Dixon had the best of 
the üght from the start, and Murphy at the
